Mrs. Myers had testified that her 
head was thrown back and her 
shoulders forward, striking the 
dash of her husband’s coupe, when 
it was hit by an Armour truck, 
March 8, 1924. The suit alleges 
that traumatic neurosis, or nerv-

Dr. Kane, testifying for the de- 
fense, said “‘litigation neurosis” 
used to be a jest but now is re- 
garded by physicians as an actual 
condition which may be brought 
about psychologically when a per- 
son believes an accident is cause 
for damages: it is a form of psy- 
chosis, he added. 

Mrs. Myers also has a damage 
suit against the Armour company 
pending. Dr. Kane told reporters 
the only cure he knew for “‘litiga- 
tion neurosis” was a favorable ver- 
dict, and that was a sure cure. 

A verdict was returned by the 
jury, which awarded Myers $2800. 
He had sought $10,000.

NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—William 
H. Taylor, millionaire anthracite 
operator and philanthropist, has 
invaded the radio broadcasting field 
as owner of WHAP. an independ-

WHAP, which opened Monday 
night with Percy Grainger, pianist, 
as a headiHner, has been disclosed 
as nominally owned by the William

day. 

' Early this morning it was found 
necessary to administer oxygen to 
the patient. His only daughter, 
Mrs. George Bambridge, who lives 
in Belgium, has herself been ill and 
consequently has not been.informed 
of her father’s condition.

LONDON, Dec. 3.—Rudyard 
Kipling, the noted writer, is lying 
ill with double pneumonia in his 


home tn the little village of Bur- 
wash, in Sussex. He passed a fair- 
ly good night and his condition 
this morning was unchangéd. 

He is being attended, among 
others, by Lord Dawson, physician 
to King George, who was called 
into consultation yesterday by Kip- 
ling’s regular physician. lord 
Dawson described the condition of 
the patient as “anxious, but not 
dangerous.” 

Wife at Bedside. 

It was Sunday evening that Kip- 
ling first complained of pains in 
the chest. but it was not until Mon- 
day that a physician was called 
to his bedside. The local practi- 
tioner. Dr. Curties, found that the 
disease had developed to a point 
where he thought it wise to sum- 
mon J.ord Dawson. Kipling is 
thought to have caught cold which 
developed into bronchitis and then 
turned into pneumonia while in his 
shirt sleeves in the bitter weather 
while walking about the gronuds 
of his home last Sunday morning. 

Mrs. Kipling. aided by two 
nurses, is constantly at the bedside 
of her distinguished husband, who 
once before, in 1899, in New York 
City, was critically ill with pneu- 
monia and his recovery not @x- 
pected. At that time, Josephine 
Kipling. one of his daughters, con- 
tracted the disease and died. An- 
other daughter, Flsie Kipling, who 
is the wife of Capt. George Bam- 
bridge of England, also fell 11] with 
pneumonia, but recovered. John 
Kipling, a young son, escaped the 
disease and was killed when fight- 
ine with the British forces in the 
World War. In consequence of his 
illness, the writer for a long time 
was unable to work. 

Was Born in India. 

“Plain Tales From the Hills” was 
the foundation for the rise of Kip- 
ling to fame. . He had written many 
stories but had been unable to 
find a publisher either in the Unit.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3. — Fif- 


teen members of the Illinois Junket 
de Luxe, officially designated “the 
Illinois Terminal Permit Investiga- 
tion Commission,’’ appeared at the 
Senate office building yesterday 
and learned that public. utilities 
franchises in the District of Co- 
lumbila can be terminated by a 
vote of Congress. 

This information could have been 
obtained by the expenditure of a 
2-cent stamp. 

Headed by Richard J. Barr of 
Joliet, who was assisted by Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Fred E. Sterling 
of Rockford and Speaker -Robert 
E. Scholes of Peoria Heights, the 
junket continues its efforts to com- 
ply with the mandate of the Illi- 
nois Legislature to ascertain the 
period of time for which various 
cities grant franchises. 

The commission has been at 
work several months during which 


time it has made a trip to Eyrope 
and has visited all the principal 
cities in this country and Canada. 

Members said today that under 
the act creating the commission 
they were authorized only to ascer- 
tain the time length of franchises. 
Public utilities in Illinois are grant- 
ed franchises for 20 years, they 
said, and various corporations have 
asked that this period be extend- 
ed. A controversy arose and the 
Legislature created the commission 
the sole duty of which was to learn 
for how long franchises are grant- 
ed in the larger cities here and in 
Fiurope. ' 

From here the commission will 
(proceed to Philadelphia and New 
York. After spending the holidays 
at home the members will start 
westward and continue their in- 
vestigations in Vancouver, Seattle. 
Portiand, Ore.; San Francisco, Los 
Angeles, and work eastward by 
way of El Paso, Tex., New Or- 
leans, Baton Rouge, La., and Jack.

Tells Reporter About It. 

“It is true that I lived at Hotel 
| Statler,’’ he admitted to a reporter. 
'"IT came here three months ago 
from New York and =-registered 
‘there that month. I stayed there 
two months and during that time I 
had two meals served in my room 
'each day.” 

Edens said he paid $16 a week 
for his room at the Statler. A 
month ago, he said, he moved to 
the LaSalle Hote! at 508 Chestnut 
street, where he pays $14 a week. 

He explained that ne had to 
live in hotels to get elevator serv- 
ice because his affliction makes it 
impossible to climb stairs and it Is 
impossible to get first fioor lodg- 
ings in the downtown district 
where he seeks charity. 

Fined $20 for Peddling. 

Edens invariably carries several 
pencils in his hand when he is on 
the street, and it was this phase of 
his operations that caused him to 
be fined $20 today by Judge Rose- 
can on a charge of peddling with- 
out a license.

AUSTIN, Tex., Dec. 3.—Women 
leaders in Texas gently and regret- 
fully have repudiated Mrs. Miriam 
A. Ferguson, lonely and _ defiant 
Governor, as an example of a wom- 
an in political office. It was re- 
ported today that the woman Gov- 
ernor, in the welter of accusation 
and counter charges last week in 
which her opponents decided to 
carry through an attempt to im- 


peach her, was near a hysterical 
breakdown. 

State and local leaders of the 
National Women’s Party pictured 
Gov. Ferguson as a woman who 
never had believed in equal rights 
and now faces the consequences of 
her blind surrender of her own 
personality to her husband. | 

Edith Johnson, one of the first 
woman newspaper columnists in 
Texas, urged “the fact that Gov. 
Ferguson is a woman should not 
deter the Legislature from  im- 
peaching her.”” Miss Johnson pre- 
dicted that Mrs. Ferguson would 
be “certain to hide behind her 
femininity.” 

Repnudiated by Women. 

“Feminist leaders are logical in 
their reupdiation of her, for no 
woman could have played the role 
of tool for her husband more con- 
vincingly than she,’ Miss Johnson 
continued, adding: “She had a 
chance to win the admiration of the 
whole country,” but “as an old- 
fashioned slave-wife, the prospect 
now is that by her weakness she 
will defeat both herself and her 
hero, Jim.” 

Kate G. Winston, State treasurer 
of the National Woman's party, 
told of an interview which State 
(hairman Rena Maverick Green of 
San Antonlo, State Secretary Esther 
Warick of Three Rivers and she 
had with Gov. Ferguson soon after 
the Governor assumed office. They 
had gone, she said, hopefully, to 
ask the first woman Governor's as- 
sistance in obtaining passage of 
laws equalizing the position of men 
and women, among them the right 
fo serve on juries. 

Gov. Ferguson .~~oke in monosy!l- 
lables. Finally she said she would 
consider their bills tf they were 
presented to her for signature. 
The little delegation trooped out. 

Calls Her a Figurehead. 

“I don’t consider Gov. Ferguson 
is a woman who has gone into polli- 
tics,”’ Mrs. Winston said. “She isa 
figurehead.” 

Mrs. Winston, whose statement 
summarized the opinions of her 
colleagues, said that the present 
situation, in which Texans believe 
Mrs. Ferguson wholly blameless

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HOUSE 10 GET TAX BILL 
FIRST DAY OF SESSION 


Green to Press for Considera- 
tion on Following Day— 
Agreement on Auto Tax. 


By the Aamsociated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Reach- 
ing an agreement on inheritance 
and automobile taxes—two of the 
main controversial items in its tax 
reduction bill—the House Ways 
and Means Committee sent the 
measure to the printers, carrying 
provisions drawn to cut the annual 
Federal tax bvourden by about 
$330,000,000. 

In return for a provision allow- 
ing a rebate to automobile dealers 
of the difference betwoen the old 
and new taxes on cars which they 
have on hand when the new taxes 
become effective, the committee re- 
ceived a pledge from automobile 
manufacturers not to urge com- 
plete elimination of the passenger 
car tax. The bill would cut this 
rate from 5 to 3 per cent. The ré- 
duction would be effective 30 days 
after enactment of the bill. 

The provision in the bill allow- 
ing a retroactive reduction in in- 
heritance tax rates was eliminated, 
although the revised inheritance 
schedules for the future were re- 
tained. 

The committee voted to repeal 
the tax on deeds and, conveyances 
amounting to 50 cents on each 
$500 transaction, the 10-cent stamp 
levy on voting proxies and the 25- 
cent stamp tax on papers granting 
the power of an attorney. 

Chairman Green was instructed 
to introduce the bill at the opening 
session of the House next Monday, 
and he intends to ask that it be 
taken up on the second day of the 
session, a record-breaking program 
for speed on such a measure.

Forrest Ferguson, president oef 
the Ferguson-McKinney Manufac- 
turing Co., today was indicted by 
the grand jury on a charge of em- 
bezzlement of $188,000 of the 
funds of the company. 

Ferguson, with Murray Carleton, 
was charged in three Indictments 
last week with feloniously making 
false financial statements to ob- 
tain credit for the company. He fs 
under $15,000 bond on these 
charges. 

The text of the previous indict- 
ments were made public today, dis. 
closing that on last Feb. 28, when 
the Ferguson-McKinney Manufac- 
turing Co. rendered a statement to 
banks showing a prosperity upon 
iwhich it was able to borrow $$8,- 
300,000 the company was, in real- 
ity, insolvent to the extent of §1,<« 
760,439. 

The embezzlement charge is 
based on Ferguson's practice of 
withdrawing money for his person- 
al use and placing unsecured I O 
U’s in the cash drawer in equal 
amounts. He deposited $188,000 of 
these 1 O U's in the cash drawer 
between Jan. 1, 1924, and the date 
of the company’s crash last Octe- 
ber, when it went into receivership. 
He similarly withdrew $71,000 dur- 
ing 1923 and Nkewtse obtained 
$180,000 from the Alligator Co. @ 
subsidiary of Ferguson-McKinney. 
Thus he obtained a total of §439,-« 
000 by the IO U method, 

Auditors, who disclosed this per- 
sonal indebtedness of Ferguson, 
have not pursued their investiga- 
tion of the I O Us back any further 
than 1923. Hence, it is not known 
whether $259,000 is the total of 
Ferguson's indebtedness to Fergvue 
son-McKinney. 

Charge in. the Indictment. 

The charge, as expressed in the 
indictment, is that Ferguson “un- 
lawfully, fraudulently, knowingly, 
intentionally, designedly and felont- 
ously did embezzle the money and 
convert to his “wn use, without the 
assent of the Ferguson-McKinney 
Co., with the unlawful, fraudulent 
ang felonious intent to permanent- 
ly deprive the Ferguson-McKinney 
Co. of the use of the money.”

The by-laws of the Association of 
Master Plumbers of St. Louis, dis- 


formed by a levy of 2 per cent on 


association and the 
Journeymen Plumbers’ Union, ILo- 
constitutes the docu- 
mentary evidence on which Attor- 
ney-General Gentry bases his pros- 
ecution of the alleged plumbers’ 
trust begun in the Missouri Su- 
preme Court yesterday on informa- 


tion furnished to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral last summer by the Post-Dis- 
patch. 

The State will largely rely on 
oral evidence, throwing light on the 
practical working of the provisions 
of the by-laws, in its effort to sup- 
port its charge that the Master 
Plumbers’ Association was operat- 
ed in restraint of trade and fixed 
prices, thereby contributing mate- 
rially to the mounting building 
costs. 

In support of its contentions the 
State has obtained evidence of I. 
R. Goldberg, an independent 
plumbing supply dealer, who will 
be used as a witness, and who in 
his preliminary statement to As- 
sistant Attorneys-General Crowder 
and Frank presented detailed fig- 
ures on the comparative prices of 
members of the association and in- 
dependent contractors. 

Three Similar Cases. 

The proceeding is similar to 
three anti-trust actions instituted 
by the State within the past few 
years, in which prosecutions were 
successful against the St. Louls 
Lumber Trade Exchange and the 
St. Louis Material Dealers’ Associa- 
tion. In the case against the Bt. 
Louis Millmen's Association the 
State failed to obtain a judgment. 
Jesse Barrett, then Attorney-Gen- 
eral, prosecuted these cases upon 
information originally presented by 
the Post-Dispatch. 

The by-laws of the Master 
Plumbers’ Association, a copy of 
which was obtained by the Post- 
Dispatch and placed in the posses- 
sion of the Attorney-General, will 
be introduced in evidence. It dis- 
closes that no master plumber who 
is a member of the association may 
bid on any contract unless he is 
specifically invited to bid. Before 
bidding he is required to notify the 
secretary of the association of his 
intention to bid, and, after bidding, 
he must send to the association a 
copy of his bid or estimate. 

The by-laws make it the duty of 
the secretary, who has offices in 
the Victoria Building, to post all 
bids for the information of mem- 
after they are posted, 
any member may cause to be called 
a meeting of all bidders, “at which 
errors of estimating may be dis- 
cussed and remedies devised to pre- 
vent errors entailing losses to mem- 
bers.” ' 

Barred From Competing. 

Members are prohibited by the 
by-laws from completing a job of 
another member without his con- 
sent. 

In the working agreement be- 
tween the master plumbers and the 
Plumbers’ union there are provi- 
sions under which the master 
plumbers agree to employ. only 
journeymen plumbers in good 
standing in the union, and the 
union agrees that its members will 
accept employment only from mas- 
ter plumbers in good standing in 
the association. 

Dues of members of the associa- 
tion are paid from the ‘kitty,’ any 
amount remaining after the pay- 
ment of the dues and the expenses 
of the association being equally di- 
vided among the 180 members. 

The underlying theory of the 
prosecution is tht the system un- 
der which bidders may meet after 
submitting their bids on a job and 
discuss the bids constitutes a price- 
fixing agreement, and that the real 
purpose of the meeting is to pre- 
vent members from bidding low on

The whole system, the State will 
contend, is illegal and in violation 
of the antitrust laws of the State, 
and so designed to permit every 
bidder to know in advance who 
every other bidder will be, making 
possible easy co-operation. 


Exact Proof Required. 


Under the Supreme Court de- 
cision in the millmen’s case, more 
exact proof is required in antitrust 
proceedings than the court had 
held necessary in the lumber and 
material dealers’ cases which re- 
ceded it.. 

In all of the cases the _ State 
proved the existence of a machin- 
ery of which advantage could be 
taken to fix prices and to control 
generally the particular line of 
business to those who were mem- 
bers of the association. In the 
Lumber and Material Dealers’ 
cases the court held the evidence 
of indirect price-fixing to be suf- 
ficient to sustain the State's peti- 
tion for fines, and in the lumber 
case for conditional ouster of the 
com panies. 

But in the Millmen’s case, Judge 
Blair held that it was not enough 
to show that the machinery existed. 
He held that the evidence must 
show that the machinery was 
taken advantage of and used for 
an unlawful purpose. 

By a comparison of i prices 
charged by members of the Master 
Plumbers’ Association and by inde- 
pendents, and a comparison of 
costs of similar contracts in St. 
Louis, where the major portion of 
plumbing work is done by mem- 
bers of the association, and in other 
places in which there is no associa- 
cions, the State expects to supply 
the clinching evidence which the 
latest ruling of the Supreme Court 
held to be necessary. 

Thomas J. Sheenan, president of 
the Thomas J. Sheehan Co., one of 
the defendants, denied knowledge 
of price-fixing. “IT have been a 
member of the St. Louls Master 
Plumbers’ Association for the pas* 
26 years,”’ he said. “If there has 
been any price-fixing, restraint of 
trade or combination existing or 
fostered by this organization, we 
are not aware of it. The policy of 
our company is and has been to 
purchase from any individual or 
concern, and to sell or contrac? 
for material or labor to any indl- 
vidual or concern, irrespective of 
any organization or affillation.’’ 

Not a Member of Group. 

D. M. Forgan, manager in 
St. Louls for the American Radi- 
ator Co., also named as a defend- 
ant, said the company never had 
been a member of the Master 
Plumbers’ Association. “I know 
of no reason why our company 
should have been included as a de- 
fendant,”’ he said. “We are not 
members of the association, 
have we ever been.

FATHER NLA 
OF RHINELANDER 
INTERRUPTS TRL 


Retess Taken When Mulat- 
Shouts Denial of 
Lawyer’s Statement 
About Being Taxi Driver 


By the Associated Press. 
WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Dec. 3. 


—George Jones, mulatto father of 
Alice Beatrice Jones Rhinelander, 
from whom Leonard Kip Rhine- 
lanter is seeking an annulment of 
their marriage, today created a 
disturbance in the courtroom when 
Isaac N. Mills, counsel for Rhine- 
lander, called Jones a “taxicab 
driver” during his summation be-! 
fore the jury. 

Leaping to his feet and trembling 
with anger, Jones shouted at Mills: 
“I'm no taxicab driver. I never 
was a taxicab driver.’’ 

When Lee Parsons Davis, coun- 
sel for Mrs. Rhinelander, attempt-, 
ed quiet Jones, the latter protest- 
ed: “Don't let him say those 
things about me.” 

He finally was prevailed upon to 
sit down and court was recessed 
for 15 minutes. 

The interruption -came when 
Mills, dwelling upon the question 
of color, stated that George Jones 
had taken out a license in New 
York State to drive a taxicab and 
in that application for a license had 
stated that he was “colored.” Mrs. 
Jones, Alice’s mother, was in a 
state of collapse as court recessed, 
and her daughters gathered about 
her in an effort to calm her. 

Just before the _ interruption, 
Mills had soared to the heights of 
his oratory in a comparison of Alice 
to famous women of history. Alice, 
he asserted, was comparable in her 
ascendency over young Rhinelander 
to Delilah in her enslavement of 
Samson: comparable to Salome, 
who desired the head of John the 
Baptist on a platter, and compar- 
able in her charms to Helen of 
Troy. 

These famous cases of History,

; the attorney asserted, were proof 


enough that mentar ability is not 
proof against “the charms of an 
evil woman.” He sald that Alice 
had consistently pursued ‘‘a diabol- 
ical plan of campaign.” 

“She had brains,” he said, “and 
at the end of a year of her cam- 
paign she owned the boy body and 
soul.”’ 

Mills completed his summation 
shortly after 3 o’clock, and court 
was adjourned until tomorrow 
morning, when Justice Morschauser 
will charge the jury. Adjourn. 
ment was taken after the court had 
asked the foreman of the jury if 
he desired to take the case immedli- 
ately or wait until tomorrow. The 
jury voted to wait. 

In concluding his summation, 
Mills appealed to the futy to “give 
this boy a chance to reclaim him- 
self and the name he has be- 
smirched, under tne bedevilment 
of the defendant. I leave him in 
your hands. From this horrible, 
unnatural and absurd union I pray 
you to grant him deliverance.’”’ 


Mills began hts summation to- 
day by relating how the family of 
the wife had ignored a warning 
that the Ku Klux Klan might act 
against them. 

Mills satd that Leon R, Jacobs, 
attorney employed by Rhineland- 
er’s father, had warned Mrs. Rhine- 
lander that unless she and her 
wealthy young husband separated, 
the klan might take action against 
her family. This warning was 
given, Mills said, after a window 
in the Jones home had been broken 
by a stone thrown by an unknown 
person. 

Mills defended the action of 
Jacobs, which defense counsel, Lee 
Parsons Davis, had bitterly at- 
tacked in his summation for the 
defense, saying that Jacobs had 
‘merely lost his head.” Mills also 
continued his criticism made yes- 
terday against Philip Rhinelander, 
Leonard's father, for neglecting the 
son, which the lawyer stated was 
largely responsible for the mis- 
takes made by the young man. 

The counse! for plaintiff, who oc- 
cupled the entire court day yes- 
terday in his summation, is ex- 
pected to speak most of today. 
The case is expected to reach the 
jury some time tomorrow.

ALSE CARLETON 
AUDIT HID DEFICIT 
OF $1,760,000 


Ferguson-McKinney Insolv- 
ency in February, Al- 
leged in Carleton and 
Ferguson Indictments. 


The statement that the Fergu- 
son-McKinney Manufacturing Co., 
on the date of its financial state- 
ment of Feb. 28 last, was insolvent 
in the sum of $1,760,439.45, is made 
in the three indictments each 
against Murray Carleton and For- 
rest Ferguson, the text of which 
first became public when they 
were returned into Judge Mix’s 
court this afternoon. 

The indictments, charging Carle- 
ton and Ferguson with feloniously 
making false statements of the fi- 
nancial condition of the company, 
for purposes of obtaining credit, 
were reported Wednesday, Nov. 25, 
but their text has been withheld, 
pending the work of perfecting 
them legally and making the nec- 
essary copies, 

Corrections in Firm’s Audit. 

Corrections of the figures con- 


tained in the company’s financial 


\statement are made in the indict- 


the following items: 

Inventory of mer- 
on hand, $1,551,924.53, 
corrected to read $952,924.53; 
due from customers, $1,603,- 
621.64, corrected to read $1,- 
037,996.54; total assets, $4,669,- 
735.08, corrected to read $3,903,- 
460.55. 

Liabilities: Notes payable, 
$1,595,000, corrected to read $2,- 
846,000; total libalities, $4,669,- 
735.08, corrected to read $5,- 
663,500. 

From the new Hability total, 
$5,663,500, the new total of as- 
sets, $3,903,460.55, is subtracted, 
giving $1,760,039.45 as the sum 
in which the company was 
bankrupt. 

Must Give New Bonds, 

New bonds will be required of 
both Carleton and Ferguson, to re- 
place the common law bonds which 
now require their appearance at 
any time within the next two 
terms of court. It is likely that 
there will be no haste about the 
requirement of new bonds, es- 
pecially in the case of Carleton, 
who signed his present bonds with 
difficulty, as he was propped up 
in bed in St. Luke’s Hospital. The 
amount of the present bonds, $15.,- 
000 for each man, probably will not 
be increased. 

The six distinct indictments 
charge Carleton, in three cases, and 
Ferguson, in the same _ three 
cases, with making false represen- 
tations to financial institutions to 
obtain sums of money. The institu- 
tions named are: McCluney & Co.. 
$905,000; First National Bank, 
$300,000; State National Bank, 
$250,000. 

The wording of all the indict- 
ments is the same, with the excep- 
tion of the names of the defend- 
ants, and the names of the insti- 
tutions and amounts obtained. 
Carleton is designated as “a stock- 
holder and treasurer” of the Fer- 
guson-McKinney Co., and Ferguson 
as “a stockholder and president” of 
the company. 

Charges Against Carleton. 
The indictment against Carleton, 
in the McCluney case, states that 
Carleton, “as treasurer of, for and 
cn behalf” of the Ferguson-Mc- 
Kinney Co., with felonious intent to 
obtain the loan of money from 
McCluney & Co., did “unlawfully, 
falsely, fraudulently, knowingly, 
dgsignedly and feloniously’’ cause 
a certain false statement in writ- 
ing to be made and delivered to the 
McCluney company. representatives 
and agents, for the “unlawful. 
false, fraudulent and felonious 
purpose of unlawfully, fraudulent- 
ly, knowingly, designedly and fel- 
oniously” procuring from the Mc- 
Cluney company $905,000. 

The balance sheet and certifi- 
cate of audit, the former dated 
Feb. 28, and the latter, with the 
signature of Mitchell & Simson of 
New York, dated March 20, are 
here incorporated in the indict- 
ment. 

The indictment then charges that 
the representatives of McCluney & 
Co. belleved the “false statements, 
representations and pretenses,’ and 
were deceived thereby, and were 
induced to make a loan of $905,- 
000 to the Ferguson-McKinney Co.; 
and that by means of the false 
statement in writing, the company 
procured the loan of ‘$905,000 law- 
ful money of the United States, the 
money and property of the said 
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AGREEMENT IS REACHED ON 
IRISH FREE STATE BOUNDARY 


Details of Settlement Made by President Cos- 
grove and Premier of Ulster to Be 
Announced Tonight. 


—_——_—_—

LONDON, Dec. .3.—An agree- 


ment has been reached on the Irish 
boundary question. The details 
will be announced tonight. 

The agreement was reached this 
morning at’a meeting of British 
Government representatives with 
William T. Cosgrave, president of 
the Free State executive council, 
and Premier Sir James Craig of 


Ulster. It is stated to be satisfac- 
tory to both the northern and 
southern Irish Governments. 
While the contenis of the agree- 
ment are kept a closely guarded se- 


cret, it is believed in well informed 
quarters that the status quo is (o 
be maintained in regard to tke 
boundary and that most of the Free 
State's debt to Great Britain will 
be canceled. 


Ulster Satisfied Because It Loses 
No Soil. 

BELFAST, Northern Ireland, 
Dec. 3.—Belfast received the news 
that an agreement has been reached 
on the Irish boundary question 
calmly. Satisfaction was felt be- 
cause the Ulster slogan of ‘“‘not an 
inch” has been fulfilled, but there 
is some dislike of the ylelding of 
the British Cabinet on the financial! 
provisions of the Anglo-Irish treaty.

It 
then proceeds to charge that Carle- 
ton caused the false statement in 
writing to be delivered to the rep- 
resentatives and agents of the 
McCluney company, “with the fel- 
onious intent then and there and 
thereby, that said false statement 
in writing, caused to be made and 
delivered as aforesaid, should be 
relied upon by the representatives 
of McCluney & Co., a loan of $905.,- 
000; and that defendant, in this 
manner and form, with felonious 
intent and means aforesaid, for and 
in behalf of the Ferguson-McKin- 
ney Manufacturing Co., did falsely, 
fraudulently, knowingly, designed- 
ly and feloniously procure and ob- 
tain of and from Samue] C. and 
James McCluney $905,000, against 
the peace and dignity of the 
State.’’ 


The witnesses, whose names are 
indorsed on the backs of the in- 
dictments, are James McCluney, E. 
B. Pryor, president of the State 
National Bank; Richard S. Hawes, 
vice president of the First National 
Bank; Leslie Simson of New York. 
accountant, who certified to the 
audit, and A. W. Southward, Sam- 
uel Wallace, Joseph Malecek, Al- 
fred F. Baggott, E. L. Schroeder 
and R. N. Stubbs, employes of Fer- 
guson-McKinney and the Carleton 
Dry Goods Co. Baggott, the -sec- 
retary of Ferguson-McKinney, and 
Malecek, the cashier, made detailed 
statements to the banker creditors, 
stating that what they did; In falsi- 
fying the company’s records, was 
under instructions from Murray 
Carleton, with the knowledge of 
Forrest Ferguson. 

The corrections made, in the in- 
dictments, in the detailed items 
composing the assets and liabil- 
ities, do not exactly account for 
the changes made in the totals of 
assets and Habilities. It is known 
that the grand jury has had diffi- 
culty in getting correct figures on 
some of the items.

SALESMAN FOUND DEAD AFTER 
BEING TREATED FOR INJURY 


John Le Ball, 40, Had Suffered Fall 
on Street—Liquor Found 
in Rooming House, 

John Le Ball, 40 years old, a 
patent hinge salesman, was found 
dead in his room in a rooming 
house at 4471A St. Louis avenue, 
this afternoon. Death apparently 
was from natural causes, possibly 
resulting from a fall at Twentieth 
and Eugenia streets, ofr which he 


was treated at city hospital yes- 
terday. 

He had suffered a severe injury 
on his forehead, above the nose, 
such as a club of some Sort or a 
fall might have made, ‘and in 
which two stitches were taken at 
the hospital.

TWENTY MEN SAID TO OWN

Federal Agents Declare New York 
Round-Up to Be Largest Ever

NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—Twenty 
men were arrested today as the 
leaders of an alleged liquor ring 
which United States District Attor- 
ney Buckner said controlled 18 
ocean steamers engaged in bring- 
ing liquor from foreign ports. to 
rum row. 

The round-up was described by 
Federal authorities as the greatest 
raid on rum tmporting and  dis- 
tributing force sthat has yet been 
made in the United States.

WIDOW WINS $6200 
FOR LIBELOUS LETTERS 


Judgment Is- Given .to "irs. 
Grayce Schilling Against 
Charles Lovekamp. 


Mrs. Grayce Schilling, a widow, 
4642 Minnesota avenue, was award- 
ed $6200 by Circuit Judge Miller 
yesterday in her $50,000 libel suit 
against Charles Lovekamp, 64 years 
old, whom she charged with send- 
ing obscene letters reflecting upon 
her character. One was sent 
through the mail and others were 
received by her indirectly. It was 
shown that a postcard attacking 
Mrs. Schilling was left at the door- 
step of a neighbor. , : 

According to the testimony, Mrs. 
Schilling was greatly humiliated by 
Lovekamp’s actions, as the state- 
ments he is alleged to have made 
about her became the subject of 
gossip in the neighborhood where 
she lived and she was forced to 
move. She also alleged she lost 
several real estate deals in which 


seh was acting as agent and some

One neighbor testified she did 
not believe the stories about Mrs. 
Schilling, yet she could not help 
but think “where there was smoke 
there fire.” Another neighbor 
testified\she was ordered by her 
husband cease visiting Mrs.

Sex Films Bad, but Theater 
Obscenity Is Worse, Says 
Prof. Burton. 


Bex films and the crude melo- 
drama of the screen are eminently 
injurious to youthful minds, but the 
salaciousness of the modern movie 
does not hold a candle to some of 
the most popular plays on the New 
York legitimate stage, said Richard 
E. Burton, former head of the 
University of Minnesota English 
department, lecturing for Hosmer 
Hall at First Congregational 
Church, 6501 Wydown avenue,

“Everybody knows that sex films| 
and lurid melodramas are being | 
exhibited by the thousand every) 
day,” he continued. “There is no| 
question but what great injury is) 
being done to children every day. 
all over our country, and in all. 
modern countries by the legitimate | 
presentation. of sex in this new) 
form of art. | 

“But you cannot show evil on /| 
the screen as you can suggest it | 
by the spoken word. The worst | 
movies are innocent amusement for | 
babes and sucklings compared ta) 
the worst of the spoken drama. 

Profanity and Obscenity. 

“The present profanity and ob- 
scenity in half a dozen popular 
New York attractions tonight is 
appalling. It has never been | 
touched in the history of the En- 
giish language. 

The stage play, however, is pro- 
duced for adults and is seen by few | 
but adults, Prof. Burton explained, | 
and while the mtion picture, also, 
is made for adults, it is seen by 
children. The present revolt of| 
youth, “St. Vitussdance of the 
mind,” as Burton gescribed it, he 
blamed mainly on the movies. 

“The parents alone are at fault,” | 
he declared. “They let the. chil- 
dren go. I don’t blame the pro- | 
ducers. They make pictures for 
grown-ups, and we adults allow our 
children to go where they. don't 
belong. It is our business, first, | 
to keep the children home; second, | 
to establish movie houses for chi'l- 
dren alone: third, to encourage | 
the intelligent control of moving) 
pictures—censorship, if you choose 
to call it that. The trouble is 
there is not enough ‘kicking.’” 

Prof. Burton had praise as wel! 
as blame for the movies. He 4dre- 
scribed Charles Chaplin as “the 
most gifted actor alive—the one | 
solar genius of the movie move- 
ment.” Douglas Fairbanks did a
